The real estate market in 
the incorporated cities-through- 
out Los Angeles County con¬ 
tinued on the upward trend 
last month, according to the 
California Title Insurance Com¬ 
pany. This was evidenced by 
a gain of 5 per cent in the 
volume of realty transfers, as 
shown by deed filings foi all 
these cities as a whole, in com¬ 
parison with the preceding 
month. 

Sixteen deeds, three mort¬ 
gages and nine trust deeds 
were filed last month affecting 
Sierra Madre real estate, com¬ 
pared with 16 deeds, two mort¬ 
gages and 15 trust deeds filed 
during December. 

The first month of the new 
year witnessed the opening of 
11 new subdivisions in this 
County, which contained a 
total of 560 parcels of land.

Incidentally a 
domestic cat that had wand¬ 
ered off its reservation in the 
neighborhood fell a victim to 
bait placed for a wilder mem¬ 
ber of the family.

Implicates Companion In 
Hold-up And Attack On 
Los Angeles Woman 

If LeRoy Pitchford, 21, of 189 
East Montecito avenue, this city, 
is convicted on half of the 
charges on which he is being held 
in the Los Angeles county jail he 
will probably spend nearly all of 
the remainder of his life at San 
Quentin. 

And the police hold a signed 
confession in which he admits 
the charges, Police Chief Gor¬ 
don McMillen says. 

The whole eonri^; has been 
flooded with pictures and descrip¬ 
tions of Jesse Trejo, 22, of 36 
East Central avenue, Pitchford's 
alleged companion in a career of 
crime upon which Pitchford says 
they deliberately set forth on the 
night of January 28. 

The crime for which Pritchford 
is being held was the hold-up of 
Gary Lynes, bf IS^s Angeles, and 
a woman ^companion, Mrs. Helen 
Bonhan, of West 54th street, Los 
Angeles, who was attacked by the 
two bandits near Foothill Boule¬ 
vard east of Jfonrbyih on the 
night of Sunday, February 1. 

Pitchford, in hie signed state¬ 
ment, says he and Trejo were the 
bandits. 

His confession agrees in detail 
with stories of the hold up and 
attack told by the victims, but 
gies much further, the police say. 

The hold-up occurred about 8 
o’clock no the night of February 
1 while the car in which Lynes 
and the woman were returning 
from a mountain trip was parked 
on a road bisecting Foothill 
Boulevard. 

Accident Gives Clue 

With drawn revolvers the 
bandits ordered Lynes to throw 
up his hands. They robbed him 
^ ot $5 and pointing the guns at 
Mrs. Bonham, ordered her out of 
Lynes' car and into their own in 
which they drove to a nearby 
wash where Mrs. Bonham, a bride 
of several months, was attacked 
by the men. 

v They started to return her to 
the spot from which she had been 
taken from her escort but the 
> bandis saw a crowd around Lynes' 
car and drove South on California 
street, dumping Mrs. Bonham out , 
several blocks from the scene of 
the hold-up. Fearing arrest the 
bandits started to race across the 
San Gabriel Valley and crashed 
Into a curb, wrecking their car 
and, Pitchford says, injuring both 
of them. 

It was this accident that caused j 
Pitchford's arrest, for a Sierra 
Madre youth happened casually to 
remark to Constable Quiggle, of 
Arcadia last Thursday, that Le-

The building now being taken 
down is one of the ••'Oldest in the 
business district and is the sub¬ 
ject of many pleasant memories 
for men now in middle life who 
spent their early years here. It 
was reared on Central avenue 
just east of Baldwin avenue in 
1887 as the home of the city'; 
first newspaper, Tne Sierra Madr 
Vista. Following the discontinu 
aace of that publication the build¬ 
ing was moved in 1906 to the 
West side of Baldwin avenue 
where the Rikeman shop is now 
located and it housed Doucet’s 
news stand. It was moved from 
there to make way for the build- 
rg now housing the Rikeman 
;hop and anch ired where what 
is left of it now stands. 

In its new location it was with¬ 
out a tenant for some time and 
was given over to the youth of 
the town as a sort of club house. 
Boxing as a sport was in great 
favor at about this period, nearly 
every town in the San Gabriel 
Valley having an athletic club 
and a few' local boxers that were 
considered class. There were tour¬ 
naments in all towns it intervals 
at which representatives of the 
various communities participated 
and those in thi3 city were held 
in the building that is now be¬ 
coming only a memory.

New Resolution Of Intention

With the quickening of interest 
here in the Red Cross campaign 
to help relieve hungerajid dis¬ 
tress in the dixmeW^stFicken 
States of the MkJflTe W’egt and 
the consequent lAisening^of local 
purse strings. Si?TTa Madre’s 
quota of the drought fund went 
beyond the half way mark this 
week. 

Donations from local organiza¬ 
tions, the members of which are 
being canvassed by their own 
committees and the proceeds of 
the dinners and minstrel shows 
to be given at the grammar 
school this and tomorrow eve¬ 
nings are expected to bring the 
total up to the place where it 
will be possible to fill the quota 
by the fifteenth. This, at least, 
is the hope of the directors of 
the local Red Cross chapter. 

The contributions recorded here 
were listed at headquarters on 
Monday. A number of substantial 
sums have been turned in since 
that time, but leaders of the cam¬ 
paign are most gratified at ;he 
increasing number of small offer¬ 
ings that are helping to swell 'he 
amount because they indicate 
the growing interest that is 
■counted upon to reach the city’s 
goal. 


A new' resolution of intention 
to proceed with the Canyon Park 
paving pi iject was adopted by 
tie City Council on Wednesday 
night and Wednesday evening, 
March 11, was fixed as the time 
for the hearing of any protests 
against the scope or details of the 
work as outlined. 

All trails have been eliminated 
from the program as it now 
stands, the fuur main thorough¬ 
fares to be impIrrVed being Sturte 
vant Drive, Woodland Road, Alta 
Vista Circle and Oakdale Drive. 

The roads are to be surfaced 
with three inches of asphaltic 
concrete instead of oiled ma¬ 
cadam and concrete as originally 
proposed, except Woodland Drive 
from Sturtevant Drive to v ucca 
trail where the thickness is to be 
4t™ inches. The paving is to be 
of the concave instead of crowned 
type and practically all of the 
gutters and curbs called for in 
the original plans have been 
elminated. 

Sturtevant Drive is continued 
in the improvement as it was 
first planned, but considerably 
more of the property of W. B. 
Comm is added to the assessment 
district. 

-.one 1 of the improvement dis 
trict includes all of the proper¬ 
ties that front on proposed im¬ 
provement, has an assessed valu¬ 
ation of $62,280 and will pay 77 
per cent of the cost. Zone 2 is 
composed of property not direct¬ 
ly fronting on the improvement, 
has an assessed valuation of $62,- 
640 and will pay 19 per cent of 
the cost. Zone 3 consists of a 
small area at the intersection of 
Sturtevant Drive and Woodland 
Road that was assessed for that 
portion of Sturtevant Drive that 
is now' improved and which is 
reversed to reach the sections to 
be benefited. Its assessed valua¬ 
tion is $620 and it will pay one- 
per cent of the cost.

The garden is never without 
flowers at any season. Bougain¬ 
villeas, scarlet, Crimson Lake, and 
majenta. extend their branches 
and flaunt their gorgeous blos¬ 
soms throughout the year. Poin- 
settas, the Christmas flower, like 
thrifty merchants display their 
w'ares well ahead of Santa Claus' 
coming and neglect to remove 
their flaming stock until smoth¬ 
ered by roses of spring. 

Besides the ^ptendid lawn and 
flower garden immeditaely sur¬ 
rounding the vttla, Miss Graham 
has at the lower end of her 
grounds a Japanese garden that 
has been pronounced by a land¬ 
scape gardner, a Japanese from 
the Univeristy at Tokyo, as one 
of the best specimens of true 
Japanese artistry found on this 
coast. This garden has been fea¬ 
tured in a Japanese story by one 
of the Hollywood film companies. 

Behind the Villa is a rock gar¬ 
den containing a rare collection of 
succulents and shrubs native to 
California. Among these are cacti 
in many varieties, wild lilacs, 
yuccas, bay trees, incense cedars, 
sycamores, and many others. 

No estate in California would 
be complete without its own 
oranges, lemons, avocados, nuts, 
figs and persimmons. These she 
has in large variety and assort¬ 
ment in a separate plot of ground, 
outside the walls of Italia Mia. 

The Stalely Yews 

Except for a group of eucalypti, 
a few sycamore trees, and one 
large pepper tree, the grounds 
were absolutely bare w'hen taken 
over by Miss Graham In 1910. 

She has carefully maintained 
the Italian architecture, even to 
furnishing tj» grounds. At one 
side of the/ terrace, spread about 
the Villa, 'pi ft wah- fountain of 
terracotta imported from Florence.! 
Also at the end of the broad front 
walk leading from the house, is 
a pool and over-flowing fountain 
brought from Florence. 

At either side of this stately 
walk are some eighty Irish Yew- 
Trees, forming perhaps the finest! 
avenue of yews In America. 

Above the fountain, suspended I 
from an overhanging limb of the 1 
pepper tree is a large white star, 
containing a ruby light, that w'as 
brought from a cathedral in Spain 
The grounds have indirect lighting 
that glows w’ith romantic, almost i 
theatrical effects, after night, be- 1 
ing especially entrancing during n 
rain. 

The Reward 

There are innumerable rare 
herbs, plants and trees to be j 
found in Miss Graham’s garden, ! 
nurtured by the affection of her j 
heart, and embedded in those ex-! 
tensive grounds are the best years I 
of her life. Wtih the assistance of [ 
her faithful gardener, Mr. Lacey, i 
she has brought the place to a. 
degree of porteetttm“That won the 
award of fi/st prize, Urttd class, 
in, in a rdj gentJ yarrT and garden 1 
contest. 

A mother Is proud of her son 
when he stands up to receive his 
diploma, but that pride Is merely 
a summation of her love that saw 
him through kindergarten days. 1 
struggled with him through trials i

tered him for college’ by the sweat j 
of her brow. Her pride may be 
enhanced, but no greater love Is 
she able to bestow. So with Miss

Choosing to live in California 
has been a matter of easy de¬ 
cision on the part of some mil¬ 
lions of peoples from every state 
in the union, as w’ell as foreign 
lands. But where, w'ithin its gold¬ 
en confines, to eventually locate 
is ever a puzzling question. For¬ 
tunately the hordes of invaders 
are more or less classified by in¬ 
nate desires, and elect to swarm 
in Hollywood if cinema-minded, or 
to seek the lengthy and inviting 
coast line if of mer-maid or sea- 
god ancestry and inclination. 

% To those w'ho live the soil and 
things that grow there is ample 
space to select home and garden 
sites where one’s heart can take 
root with their own gourd vine 
and individual fig tree, and where 
sprouting seed pods lend an 
ecstacy surpassing urban thrills. 

It is true only God can make a 
tree, but the lowliest of mortals 
may work in humble partnership 
by tending sprouts and cuttings. 
A garden returns affection, and 
rewards perpetual care. Some 
people are said to be lucky with 
flower.:, but flowers turn their 
faces worshipfully toward the sun, 
and love the hand that makes 
their roots comfortable and their 
beds snug anff nqzy. 

When Miss Graham came to 
California more U>an twenty years 
ago. she was^gtjfded to the Sierra 
Madre hills' by ja strange quirk of 
fate that is a story in itself. In¬ 
stantly impressed by the beauty 
of the locale, she visualized its 
likeness to sunny Italy, with 
Mount Temescal as Vesuvius, the 
San Gabriel Valley lapping the 
plains like the Mediteranean sea, 
and Catalina as Capri. Instinc¬ 
tively she began to delve and 
plant, her roots striking inevitably 
downward. She has never left the 
village of Sierra Madre, nor has 
her first enthusiasm for its charm 
and quaintness of atmosphere 
been dispelled

Shortly after awards were 
made in the local contest, own¬ 
ers of both of the local proper¬ 
ties received an award of merit 
from the National Yard and Gar¬ 
den Association, and notice was 
given that they were receiving 
much attention by judges in the 
Nation-wide contest. 

Italia Mia has long been one of 
the show places of Southern 
California. It was produced by 
Miss Graham's desire to create 
something of beauty along strictly 
original lines. 

First prize in the class in which 
Italia Mia was entered went to 
Henry D. Knox, a retired execu¬ 
tive of the F. W. Woolworth Co., 
for his “Knox Knoll’’ estate at 
East Aurora, N.Y. 

First prize among the gardens 
planted and maintained entirely 
by the owner or members of his 
or her family, went to Mr. and 
Mrs. Gus Ehrenberg for their 
home garden or outdoor living 
room at Spokane, Wash. 

Another outdoor living room, 
that of Mrs. Augusta McElroy, 
of Erie, Pa., drew first prize 
among the gardens on which only 
unskilled labor was employed, 
this being the division in which 
the Hinton property was listed. 

The national prizes consist at 
beautiful pieces of ornamental 
stone garden furniture, each of 
which bears a bronze plate on 
which is engraved the name of 
the winner.

Nearly every home garden has 
its peach or plum tree, and nearly 
every tree has its fungus unless 
it is sprayed. Peach leaf curl, 
shot-hole fungus, pit splitting, sap 
oozing, and many other ailments 
may be prevenetd or controlled 
by spraying during the winter, 
and again in the spring. 

Dry Lime Sulphur is the popu¬ 
lar spray material to be used for 
this purpose. Mix ten to twelve 
heaping tablespoonfuls of Dry 
Lime Sulphur Powder in one gal¬ 
lon of water, stir thoroughly and 
apply preferably with *a com¬ 
pressed air sprayer. A driving 
force will apply the spray more 
effectively than by any other 
method. 

Be sure that the trunk and 
forks are well sprayed and the 
limbs out to the very tips. Do 
this every year, and you will not 
only improve the foliage of your 
tree, but the fruit crop as well. 

Apricots should be sprayed, 
also, but the material to be used 
should be Bordeaux mixture. Mix 
12 to 15 heaping tablespoonfuls to 
one gallon of water. According to 
the Departmeht of Agriculture, 
one should never apply sulphur 
in any form to an apricot, as the 
apricot seems to resent sulphur. 

The advantages of sprayinfe 
during the winter months is that 
when trees or plants are dormant 
(no leaves) a stronger solution 
may be applied, and a better con-1 
trol effected. Summer spraying 
must be with a weaker solution 
to prevent burning the foliage. 

Spraying with lime sulphur so¬ 
lution also controls the twig bor¬ 
er, which often infests the peach. 
Home gardeners should spray 
regularly for best results in their 
gardens. 

DON'T PRUNE WISTARIA; 

START NEW MUM PLANTS 
MRS. A. S. GLICK: Your wis-j 
taria vine is a deciduous plant' 
and it is natural for it to lose J 
its leaves in winter. It will show 
green shortly and we would ad¬ 
vise against pruning. Train it in¬ 
stead in the direction in which 
you wish it to grow. 

Chrysanthemums and other 
perennial plants may be divided 1 
now, if you wish to grow this 
years mums from the old roots. 
Best results, however, are ob¬ 
tained by starting new green 
cuttings- throwing the old roots 
aw ay. The growing season here! 
is so long that plants grown from 1 
the old roots get woody. Larger I 
better flowers are had from thei 
new cuttings each year. The cut¬ 
tings may be started in a sand 
box and later -transplanted. j 
though with t oshileoo-?lAf, Mj 
though with the soil in Sierra j 
Madre they may quite safely bej 
stuck in the ground where they | 
are to remain. 

NOT TOO LATE TO PLANT 

BEAUTIFUL RANUNCULUS! 

Although many planted their 
ranunculus bulbs as early as last 
October the home gardener who 
neglected to improve his or her, 
collection with some of these de- j 
sirable flowers, may still plant j 
them this month. They should be 
planted in well prepared fertile 
soil and will well repay the ef¬ 
fort put into their cultivation in 
the cheerfulness they add to the 
garden. Their long stems and 
bright colors make them most de¬ 
sirable for cut flowers.

Assesor’s 
Book Coming 
To This City

Property Owners May In¬ 
spect Valuations For Cur- * 
rent Year’s Taxes 

The County Assessor’s books 
showing the valuation placed on 
Sierra Madre realty for the pur¬ 
pose of taxation in 1931 will be 
sent to the City Hall here on 
I February 17, for the inspection of 
local property owners on that 
day. 

The books will come in the 
custody of Chief Deputy Assessor 
Sherman and will be open for in¬ 
spection by the public from 9 
a m. to 4 p.m. They will show 
! only the real estate and not the 
personal property valuations. 

It is suggested that those 
1 wishing to inquire into their as¬ 
sessments take the current year’s 
tax hills to the City Hall with 
them; it will simplify the in¬ 

quiry. 

"The books we are sending 

out,” said County Assessor Ed. 
W. Hopkins, "will show the valu¬ 
ation for the whole district. It 
should be made clear, however 
that while our assessors fix the 

valuation upon which the tax 

rate is based, we do not fix the 
tax rate or the amount of taxes. 
And we hace nothing whatever to 
do with special assessments. The 
values fixed by our office are 
merely the basis for computation 
of the tax rate.”

It seeks to regulate the 
keeping of all manner of animals, 
the operation of machinery and 
industries and almost every con¬ 
ceivable objectionable practice 
which if indulged in would de¬ 
tract from the peace and desir¬ 
ability of Sierra Madre as a home 
place. The ordinance is designed 
to take the place of a large num¬ 
ber of loosely drawn nuisance or¬ 
dinances now in effect and will 
be available for the inspection of 
all citizens at the office of City 
Clerk E. A. Green until the next 
r leeting of the Council on Febru¬ 
ary 25.
